A Natural Account of the IWeather, from the ce- 
leſtial Bodies. 


Signs of rainy Weather from the Moon. 


II E moon likewiſe has its ſigns: Thus, a pale moon 
is the forerunner of rain; red, of wind; clear, of fine 
weather : 


When firſt the moon appears, if then ſhe ſhrouds 
Her filver creſcent tipp'd with ſable clouds, 
© Conclude ſhe bodes a tempeſt on the main, 
And brews for fields impetuous floods of rain; 
If the moon's face with fiery fluſhing glow, 
Expect the rattling winds aloft to blow. 


When the moon is compaſſed about with a very large cir- 
cle, or is dim and miſty, then wind or rain follows; if in 
winter, ſnow ſpeedily, or likely, within twenty-four hours, 

Two or three diſcontinued and ſpeckled circles, or rings, 
round about the moon, foretel a great ſlorm ſoon after. 

If the moon's horns are blunt at its fir riſin-, at, or with- 
in two or three days after the change, it denctes rainy wea- 
ther for that quarter, but ſeaſonable weather the other 
quarters. 

If the horns of the moon (ſays Pliny) are obtuſe, the 
fich day after the change, it ſignifies rain; but, if ſharp, it 
ſignifies wind, eſpecialiy the fourth day, —If the moon be 


iacircled with a clear ruddy iris, the fourth day, it foretels 


both wind and rain. Varro ſays, if the new moon riſes with 
its uppermoſt horn ſomewhat black, it will produce rain in 


its decreaſe ; but, if its lower horn be fomewhat black, it 


will produce rain before the full; but, if the blackneſs be 
in the middle of the moon, it will be rain in the full moon: 
Others have obſerved that an iris round the moon is kkewiſe 

a hn of rain with a ſouth wind. 
And that, if the wind be ſouth, the third night after the 
change of the moon, then you may expect rain, mow 2 
a els, 
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leſs, the day following : And that, likewiſe, if the-wind be 
ſouth and the moon not feen before the fourth night, you 
may expect rain moſt part of that month. 

What I ſhali further obſerve, concerning the moon, is this; 
There have been very ingenious Gentlemen, who have been 


zealous advocates for the lunar influence on terrene bodies; 


and have, upon many years experiance, aſſerted, that every 
new and full moon brings humid air within the compaſs of 
the triduum ; and that it ſeldom fails of raining within the 


ſpace of three days, before or after every change and full, 


and, particularly, that the full moon in April always brin 
rain; and that the new and full moons in Auguſt do the 
like. 

And that this rule has not failed above once in al- 
molt thirty times. Give me leave to add one or two prog- 
noſtics more of rainy weather, and thoſe are the mock-ſuns 
and moons. Phe parhelia, or mock-funs, are ſo mary i- 
mages of the true ſuns, caſt upon one or more ſmooth com- 
pacted cloud or, clouds on one or both fides of the ſun. 
Theſe appearances are chiefly ſeen about the riſing and ſet- 


ting of the ſun. Sometimes there are ſeen ſeveral liale 
 mock-ſuns like ſtars: Des Cartes ſays, it is poſſible there 


may be ſeven ſeen at once. 'T'his multiplicity is cauſed by 
many -little divided clouds, like the reflection of a man's 
face on a multiplying-glaſs. The appearance of theſe ph- 
nomena predicts tempeſts and much rain, becauſe they can- 
not appear but in a watery diſpoſition of the air. If they 
appear on the ſouth ſide of the ſun, they are the forerunvers 
of more violent ſhowers of rain than on the north fide: Be- 


cauſe the ſouthern vapours are ſooner diſſolved into water 


than the colder nortbern ones. 

As for the mock- moons, which have the ſame cauſe as 
the mock ſuns, they are the ſorerunners of great rains, 
land floods, and diſmal inundations. 


Signs of Rain from the Stars. 


TO Rare the ſtars (though at ſo great a diſtance) del- 
titute of their ſigns, , 'T he ſtars ſeeming bigger than 
uiual, pale, dull, and not twinkling, ſhew the air is conden- 
ſing to rain which will ſoon fall. | 

Alſo the ſtars appearing more bright and blazing than 
ordinary in ſummer is a ſign of great winds and rain. 


Like- 
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e Likewiſe many ſtars appearing in the night and ſeeming 
u a greater number than uſual, and the wind at the eaſt in 
ſummer, foretel ſudden rain. . 


Sizns of rainy Weather from the Clouds. 


S the atmoſphere, or body of groſſer air ſurrounding 

the globe, rites and reaches above five miles in 
height, as is ſuppoſed, there is room ſufficiept in ſo expan- 
ſive a fluid for the reception and diſtribution, for the diſſipa- 
tion or collection of all kinds of vapours and exhalations, 
that are raiſed up either by the ſolar or ſubterranean heat. 

To what height the vapours aſcend does, in a great mea- 

ſure, depend upon the degree of heat wherewith they are 
actuated and diſtended, upon the fineneſs and lightneſs of the 
vapours themſelves, upon the denfity of the air wherein they 
arg buoyed up, and even ſometimes upon the ſtrength and 
force of the winds wherewith they are impelled. Some of 
diem are fo far ſubtiliſed and attenuated and riſe to ſo great — 
a height as not to be diſtinaly viſidle, of which kind (in Sir 
| Jſaac Nexwtia's opinion) are thoſe that form, by rarefaQion, 
13 the blue or azure colour of the ſky. Other vapours, of a 
groſſer kind, being compacted into clouds, and keeping, for 
ſome time, a hxed ſation in the region above, have (as 
Nr. Boyle tells us) been reckoned about half a mile high;

| regions, the ſwifter it will move; but, when the protruſive 


force of the wind abates, and ihat of gravitation prevails, 
the cloud itſelf will acquire a degree of velocity from its ex- 
traordinary height, and fall down in violent rain or hail, 
And this will let us into the natural reaſoa of a vulgar obſer. 
vation, viz, that, in cloudy and ſtormy weather, when the 
wind falls, it wili commonly rain, becauſe the clouds are 
catried on by the ſtrength of the wind, in a ſtraight courſe, to a 
greater height than the denſity of the ſuperior regions can 
ſupport ; as ſoon, therefore, as the horizontal im pulſe cea- 
ſes, the clouds, by their own natural gravity, mull deſcend 
mM rain, :

So much in genera), for the propnoſtications of rainy 
weather from the clouds. But to be more particular: 

Many (mall clouds at northweſt, in the cvering, ſhew thit 
rain is gathering, and will ſuddenly fall. Clouds, appearing 
like rocks or towers, ſignify great ſhowers. 

If fmall clouds grow bigger and bigger, in an hour or 
two, mey ſignify a great deal of rain On the conttaty, 
if great clouds ſeparate, waſle off, and grow ſmaller aud 
{mallcr, they ſanity fair weather. 

In ſumiver (lays M. Ozanam) we apprehend a future 
form when we fee little black looſe clouds, lower than tho 
re{t, wanderivg to and fro, when at ſun-riſe we ſee ſeveral 
clouds sher in the weſt; and, on the other hand, if theſe 
clouds dilpesic, it ſpoanks fair weather, 

Ihe otien Chauging of the wind, which is particularly 
known by the courſe of the clouds, is a ſign of rain, be- 
cauſe the clouds are given with the winds, and the vapours 
collected and condenſed, which cauſe rain. When the fun 
looks double, 01 triple, through the clouds, it prognoſticates 
a ſtorm of long duration. Pliny (in his Nat. Hiſt, L. xviü. 
c. 35.) ſays —Clouds, coming out of the ſouth, bring rain, 
Very black clouds, coming out of the eaſt, threaten rain; at 
night, out of the weſt, the next day. If many clouds (like 
fleeces of woo!) are ſcattered from the eaſt, they ſoretel rain 
for three days together. 

When clouds ſettle upon the tops of mountains, it is a 
ſign of hard weather. 


Signs of Rain from the Rainbow, 


F, after a long drought, the rainbow appears, it ſignißes 
I rain; but, if ic appears aſter a long time of wet, it fig- 
niſies fair weather. 

If it appears in very big clouds, and the green colour pre- 
dominant, it ſigniſies much wet; but, if the red be the pre- 
dominant colour, then it denotes rain and wind together, 

If (after it appears) the colours grow groſſer and darker, 
rain is gathering; if lighter and fairer, the contrary; if the 
clouds be broken in mary parts, tempeſtuous winds are ga- 
thering in the air. | 

From what part the rainbow fiſt begins to break cr va-

Is the ſhepherd's delight. 


A rainbow in the eaſt or ſouth (ſays M. Ozanam) is a ſign 
of great rain, eſpecially if it be of a bright lively colour; 
but a rainbow in the eaſt, in the evening, predicts fair wea- 
ther; and, if its colour be lively and red, it foretels wind. 
A rainbow in the welt preſages an indifferent quantity of 
rain and thunder, 5 

If two rainbows appear together, it denotes fair weather 
for the preſent, and rain two or three days after. But two 
rainbows appearing at the ſame time, one hanging down 
from the ſouth, the other from the north, denote rain to 
follow. g 

T ſhall conclude this with an account of ſome uncommon 
rainbows, one of which was a lunar rainbow, in Derbythire, 
obſerved by the curious NI. Ter, about Chrittmas, » 
1710. About eight in the evening he obſerved, with great 
ſatisfaction, the raiabow the moon had fixed in the clouds; 
ſhe had then paſſæd her full about twenty-four hours. The 
evening had been rainy, but the clouds were now diſperſed, 
and the moon ſhone pretty clear. Tais iris had all the co- 
lours of the iris ſolaris, exceeding pleaſant, diſtin, and grate- 
ful to look on, only faint comparatively to thoſe we ſee in 
the day, as muſt neceſſarily follow, both from the different 
beams that cauſe it, and the diſpoſition of the medium. 

The largeneſs of the arc was not ſo much leſs than that 
of the ſun, as the different dimenſions of their bodies, and 
their reſpective diſtance ſrom the earth, ſeem to require. 
But as to its intireneſs, and beauty of its colour, it was ad- 
mirable and ſurpriſing ; it continued about ten minutes be- 
fore the interpoſition of a cloud hindered his further obſeiva-

ter and Mars are in oppoſition from the 5th and 11th huules, 


The Summer Quarter, 


HE Summer quarter begins this year on Friday, 
June the 22d day, at 47 minutes paſt 1 in the morn- 
ing; at that time 25 degrees of Capricorn are on the midhea- 
ven; and 25 degrees of Taurus in the aſcendant, making the 
longeſt day and ſhorteſt night to all the inhabitants of this 
northern hemiſphere. . |
